To most persons the phrase “ This in­ 
denture witnesseth" is as much Greek 
as the other common phrase “ W itness 
nay hand and seal.” Yet both are relies 
of a time when these legal forms car­ 
ried with them a significance not ob­ 
taining at present 
Legal documents were once engross­ 
ed upon parchment because paper cost 
so much more than dressed skin. 
Tbe 
parchment was seldom trimmed ex­ 
actly and the top was scalloped with 
the knife; hence the term “ This in­ 
denture.’’ 
Even where the lawy ers 
have departed from the custom, still 
obtaining in England, of using parch­ 
ment for their legal forms the phrase 
has been retained. 
In the same way the signature of 
“ hand and seal” Is a relic of those old 
en times when only clerks and the 
clergy could wield the pen. 
It was the 
custom for the contracting parties to 
lay their hands upon the document In 
token of good faith, and there remained 
a smudge. 
A s these original thumb 
marks were not easily identified, the 
gentry added their seals for the pur- 
pose of further establishing the validitj 
of the document. It may not be gener­ 
ally known that a seal is still required 
In law. though the need for It passed 
with the spread of education, and the 
bit of red paper affixed by tbe lawy er 
Is as necessary as the signature to cer­ 
tain documents. 
A court of law is a reminiscence of 
the time when justice sat in the open 
courty ard, and the “ dock” is from a 
German word meaning a receptacle, 
while the “ bar” 
is a 
Welsh 
word 
meaning a branch of a tree used to 
separate the lords of justice from their 
vassals. 
The entire phraseology of the bench 
Is reminiscent of the earlier day s, but, 
having been proved proper, bus been 
retained,—New York Herald. 


TH E HANDKERCHIEF. 


It H ad It* U rlK in In V e n lo s In th e 
S ixte e n th C e n tu ry . 
About the y ear 1540 an unknown 
Venetian lady first conceived the happy 
Idea of carry ing a “ fazzuletto,” and it 
w as not long before her example was 
widely followed throughout Italy . The 
handkerchief then crossed the Alps Into 
France, where Its use was immediately 
adopted bv tbe lords and ladies of 
itenry II.‘s court. 
The handkerchief of that period was 
an article of the greatest luxury . 
It 
was made of the most costly fabrics 
and was ornamented with the rarest 
embroideries. 
In the reign of Henry 
III. It began to be perfumed and re­ 
ceived jbe name of “ mouchoir de Ve- 
nuB.” 
It w as not until 1680 that the 
handkerchief made its way into Ger­ 
many , aud then its use was long con­ 
fined to princes aud persons of gréâ t 
wealth. 
It was made the object of 
sumptuary laws, and an edict publish­ 
ed at Dresden In 15% forbade its use 
by the people at large. 
Slowly . but surely , however, the vul­ 
garization of 
The p ock et handkerchief 
has been accomplished, and today even 
the humblest is superior in one im ­ 
portant respect to Petrarch aud Laura, 
Dante and Beatrice, 
w ho. It Is some­ 
what painful to think, lived in a pre- 
handkerchief ag e.—Loudon Standard.

f h r r W e re A im out at T im e* it P art 
o f th e L ife o f th r P eo p le . 
Perfumes have play ed nu important 
part In the beautification of the peo­ 
ple of all nations and ages. 
Egy pt 
was the great mart for ail perfume« . 
Even the dead were not forgotten, for 
the embalmed mummy w as saturated 
with spices and scents, and sweet per­ 
fumes were burned before their stat­ 
ues. 
Those who could not afford this 
had scent bottles painted on th~!r 
t<jmbs. 
Most of the perfumes were thought 
by the ancients to have a medicinal 
value. 
’Phy me was thought to have a 
tonic quality aud lavender a soothing 
one. 
Patchouli was cheering, jasmine 
stimulating, while heliotrope was irri­ 
tating unless used in small quantities. 
Some people today believe that sandal 
Is a tonic, and Its virtue w as known to 
the Greeks, who anointed themselves 
with It when they entered tbe Oly m­ 
pian games. 
The J ew s excelled all in their love of 
perfumes, for night aud morning they 
burnt sweet inceuse of my rrh, aud 
their beds were perfumed with aloes 
and cinnamon. 
So indispensable were 
scents considered for tbe bridal toilet 
that one-twelfth of the dowry was set 
apart for the pnrpose. 
The trade in 
perfumes 
was enormous In Greece. 
Like the Egy ptians, they under-stood 
the fascinations of flowers, and an 
Athenian not only perfumed his house, 
but scented his drinking vessels with 
my rrh, the gum of a tree which grows ! 
In Arabia. 
To such an extent was the | 
love of perfumes carried that each 
part of the body had its special per­ 
fume. 
The hair required wild thy me, 
the neek and knees sw eet marjoram, 
the cheek and the breast palm oil. the 
feet and legs sweet ointment. 
The 
perfumers’ 
shops 
In 
ancient i 
Athens were the rendezvouses for the j 
beaus to discuss politics and Intrigue. 
The love of perfumery spread to the 
Romans, and the business became so 
great that a bunch of sag e denoted 
their shops. 
A Roman lady frequently 
kept one slave to sprinkle her hair. 
Nero had a rare device of Ivory leaves 
which 
shed 
sw eet scents over his 
guests. 
In the tim e of Elizabeth perfumes 
were e« ry rich and numerous. 
Civet, 
a scent taken from the civet cat, and 
musk are often mentioned In the liter­ 
ature of that time. 
Perfumed gloves 
were in vogue then, and the queen had 
her portrait scented with them. 
Even 
her shoes were made of leather steeped 
In scented oils, which permeated the

• hottest regions of the gtob e not only is 
I man, as a rule, b lack, b ut the b irds and 
■ b easts are either very dark or else ex ­ 
trem ely b rilliant In color. O f tropical 
b irds the com m onest colors run as fol­ 
lows: Brown, dark green and dark b lue, 
em erald green, reds and yellows. 
I 
Speaking of the b irds again, why Is It 
tha t land b irds are mostly dark hued 
while so m any sea b irds are w hite? 
H ere is another color puzzle. Almost 
all song b irds are somb er In hue, while 
the b rightly colored species, such as the 
Jays, the parrots and b irds of paradise, 
have naturally harsh voices. 
1 
The colors of flowers and leaves offer 
num b ers of interesting prob lem s. 
No 
one q uite know s why the prevailing 
tin t of early spring flowers is either 
w hite or yellow. 
Yellow, Indeed, holds 
its own to som e ex tent all through the 
sum m er, b ut the typical color of sum ­ 
m er b looms is pink, while as the au ­ 
tum n advances richer crim sons and all 
the rich, glow ing hues of dahlias and 
chrysanthem um s are seen. 
H orticulturists have produced pop­ 
ples of pretty nearly every shade under 
the sun. and w ith m any other flowers 
they seem ab le to alter the colors al­ 
m ost as they please. Yet the b lue rose, 
the b lack tulip and the green carnation 
seem as far off as ever they w ere in 
spite of constuut efforts to arriv e a t 
them . 
N early 
three 
centuries 
ago 
D utch gardeners Imagined them selves 
on the verge of in v ertin g a b lack tulip. 
The colors of the b lossom of fru it 
trees are lim ited to white, pink, b right 
scarlet and purple. 
The reason no one 
knows. 
Nor Is it clear why nearly all 
plants with purple b lossoms have poi­ 
sonous properties. 
The deadly night­ 
shade Is an instance which will b e 
fam iliar to all country readers. 
It used to b e said and m any still 
im agine tha t intensity of color depends 
upon intensity of light. 
The b rilliancy 
of a tropical landscape seem s iu some 
m easure to b ear this out. 
B ut any 
am ount of argum ents m ay b e deduced 
against it. 
Rub ies, opals and other 
ex q uisitely colored gems are dug from 
the depths of the earth. 
The rays of the sun have never 
touched them . 
'Hie pulp of som e fruits 
is more richly tinted than the outer 
rind, while the crim son b lood of an i­ 
m als is hidden from the light. 
W hat 
could b e more rich and m agnificent in 
color than the w ings of m any m oths? 
Yet these are all night flying creatures. 
Speaking of moths, it seems odd tha t 
there is 110 b lue moth. 
Very few show 
even u toucli or spot of b lue. 
T he col­ 
orings of b utterflies present m any prob ­ 
lems, for there seems no order or m eth­ 
od In their hues and m arkings, and a 
strange point is the ab solute difference 
in these points b etween species other­ 
w ise closely allied. 
Why do autum n leaves turn yellow? 
H ere is a q uestion which is m ore eas­ 
ily answered than some that have al­ 
ready b een suggested. 
The popular 
reply Is, “The frost does It/’ 
This ig 
only partly correct. 
If a really hard 
frost w ere to happen early iu autum n 
there would b e no tiq <ts at all. 
All the 
leaves would tu rn b rown at once. The 
really gorgeous colors are produced b y 
a slow and gradual fall of tem perature, 
of course, w ithout too much wind or 
rain. 
The cold causes a chem ical fer­ 
ment, which attacks the color com ­ 
pounds in the cells of the leaf. 
It Is 
those leaves which contain m ost sugar 
I which ox idize most rapidly and of 
which, conseq uently, the color b ecomes 
m ost rich and b rilliant. 
A q uestion which is often asked is, 
“ Why do lob sters, shrim ps and certain 
other sim ilar shellfish turn red when 
b oiled?” 
It seem s that the b lack color­ 
ing m atter w hich colors the shell of the 
lob ster during life is an iron com­ 
pound. 
W e know that iron rust is red. 
The effect of b oiling is practically to 
tu rn this iron com pound in the lob ster 
shell ton highly ox idized rust. 
The dislike of certain creatures for 
certain colors is strange. 
If a num b er 
of earthw orm s b e placed iu an ob long 
b ox . of which one half is covered with 
red and the other w ith b lue glass, they 
will with one accord crawl aw ay from 
the b lue light and take refuge under 
the red glass. 
Many other higher crea­ 
tures share the sam e dislike to b lue 
rays,—P earson’s W eekly.
